The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to suggest the claimed invention of 
functionality provided by XML specifically Xpath, it is desirable to use Xpath within JSPS to 
access and manipulate data in Web applications. Specifically, claims 1, 3, 5, 7 and 1 1 are 
directed to obtaining an XPath operation indicating the target data, facilitating accessing contents 
of a document object model by permitting use of XPath operation, a tag hander that parses a 
custom tag including in instructions and evaluates an XPath operation and using XML path 
language operations or using XML path language syntax to reduce conplexity and therefore it is 
desirable to have a method that increases functionality in representing and accessing data in a 
Web application environment.
